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STATUS OF THE CLAIMS 

Claims 16-32 were pending in this application. 

Claims 18-23 and 25-31 are rejected. 

Claim 24 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim. 

Claims 16, 17 and 32 are allowed. 

Claims 25, 27 and 30 have been presently cancelled. 

Claims 18, 26, 28, and 29 have been amended. 

Claims 18-24, 26, 28, 29 and 31 are presented for reconsideration. 

REMARKS 

Applicants note with appreciation that claim 24 is merely objected to and that claims 16, 17 and 32 are 
directed to allowable subject matter. 

The claims have been amended in accord with the current rules in which underlining shows additions 
and strikethrough shows deletions. 

Applicants have amended their claims in order to more particularly point out and distinctly claim a 
preferred aspect of their invention, cosmetic, i.e. non-therapeutic personal care applications, i.e. the 
treatment of human skin, mucosa and hair. Thus, the limits of claim 25 have been incorporated into 
claim 18. Since claims 25, 27 and 30 fail to further limit amended claim 18, they have been presently 
cancelled. Additionally, claims 26, 28, and 29 have been amended due to the narrowing of claim 18. 
No new matter has been added. 

Claims 18, 20, 21 , 28 and 30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being anticipated by Webster 
et al. (WO 95/03695). 
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
